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'Sage Of Emporia’ 
Is Called By Death 


E m poria, Has., Jan. 29, (2p)— 
William Allen White, who grew 
into a journalistic giant 
in 
his 
hom e town, died today. Ho would 
have been 76 years old Feb. IO, 
The world-fam ous editor of th e 
E m poria Gazette had been in de­ 
clining health for more th an a 
year. He u n d erw en t an operation 
at Rochester, Minn., last October, 
but failed to improve. 
At his bedside were his almost 
equally fam ous wife, Sally Lind­ 
say White, and his son, William 
L. White, himself a writer of note. 
W h ite died on th e 83rd b irth ­ 
day of his native state while Re­ 
publican notables w e r e gatherin g 
at Topeka, th e capital, for the a n ­ 
nual political love-feast at which 
he frequently was a central figure, 
al th o u g h not always a party reg­ 
ular. 
Ile entered the newspaper field 
t h ro u g h the back shop. 
learning 
th e printing trad e in 
Ii is 
’teens. 
He 
atten d e d 
th e University of 
K a n sa s from 1886 to I S90, 
but 
did not g radua te. 
N o t o r i e t y H o m o s (Quickly 
After w o rk in g on th e Kansas 
City S tar for th re e years as an edi­ 
torial writer. White re tu rn e d to 
E m p o ria in 1895 and bought the 
Gazette w ith a borrowed $3,000. 
Success came early. A year later 
h e began a career as a magazine 
story w riter and a u t h o r 
which 
erased his debt and put his paper 
on a paying basis. 
A 
political editorial, 
“ W h a t ’s 
the Matter W ith K a n s a s ? ,” threw 
him into national prom inence in 
1896. A la m poon of the populist 
m ovement which arose in Kansas, 
it, was used widely in t h e R epub­ 
lican national campaig n of that 
year. 
He bolted the Republican party 
in 1912 and resigned as 
Kansas 
national co m m itteem an to follow 
Theodore Roosevelt in th e 
Bull 
Moose movement. “ Roosevelt bit 
me and I w ent m a d ,” he explained 
later. 
Presidents and te n an t farm ers 
equally were his friends. The door 
of his prviate office always was 
open. 
His 
professional and political 
careers continued apace. He w'rote 
more th a n a dozen hooks, includ­ 
ing biographies of Calvin Coolidge 
and Woodrow Wilson, and several 
novels. 
Probably his most tragic mo­ 
m ent was in 1921 when his 16- 
year-old 
d a u g h t e r was brushed 
from h er horse by a tree limb and 
was fatally injured. Several days 
later W h ite wrote a poig nant edi­ 
torial, “ Mary W h ite,” now r e g a rd ­ 
ed as a classic.

Bohemian Waxwing 


Subject Of 
S t o r y 


By O r n i t h o l o g i s t 


b y o s c a r M cK i n l e y b r y k n s 
M cM illian, M ich.— B e i n g an 
ornithologist, I am interested in 
the study of birds and therefore, 
the date 
of December 14, 19HS, 
w ill always remain of great in­ 
terest to me. 
It is on that day 
that 
I heard 
a rather tingling 
pound that differed from any note 
that I had ever heard before, com­ 
ing from a bird. 
In 
the 
front 
yard at my home here in Luce 
county, M ichigan is a group 
of 
trees 
that I planted 
to attract 
birds in various ways. 
It 
was 
in this group of trees 
that the 
authors of the notes were coming, 
and I found them to be flock of 
ten Bohem ian waxwings, th, first 
that I had ever seen. 
B e rrie s A ttr a c t 
B ird s 


In this case, the mountain ash 
trees with their red berries won 
the 
credit 
in attracting 
these 
birds to a spot where I got my 
first look at any of them, as these 
berries are a favorite food of this 
ppecies of birds. 
The Bohemian 
waxwings also feed on other var­ 
ieties of wild friut that iv main on 
bushes and trees in winter; and 
also feed 
on apples 
if they are i 
not frozen too hard. 
An interest-' 
ing observation 
that I have 
of 
this species feeding on mountain 
ash berries, is in November, 1 930.! 
I saw one bird take 30 berries at ! 
one meal. 
There were nineteen 
clusters of 
berries 
on one tree 
that season when a flock of four 
birds began coming. 
I did not 
pee any other kind of bird feeding 
on these berries during that time, 
and that crop 
of berries lasted 
these four birds only four days! 
Then they went 
to a tree in 
a 
neighbor's yard and continued go­ 
ing there until that 
tree’s crop 
was consumed. 
R e p o rt O n Vig ils 
Up to this date, Jan . 28, 1 94 4, 
I have seen the Bohemian wax­ 
wing in the winters of 1928-29, 
1930-31, 1931-32. 1932-33, 1936- 
37. 1938-39, 
1940-4 1, 
1 941-42, 
and 
194 2-43. 
In 
five of these 
winters, 
I got only 
one record. 
And I have yet to find tiiis species 
throughout 
a winter, 
and 
the 
cause of this may be due to their 
feeding habits by deserting 
the 
places after their desired feed is 
consumed, 
and 
then 
move to 
other locations where 
they find 
the type of food to satisfy 
their 
daily diet. 
Of my nine 
winters 
records, my earliest is November 
12, 1931, and my latest is April 
0, 1941. 
I found it most common 
during winter of 1938-39, when 
I observed it on 17 days. An in­ 
teresting comparison to my 
rec­ 
ords comes from Mr, M. J. Magee, 
well known ornithologist at Sault 
Ste. Marie. Michigan. 
He says. 
“ Right in or near the Soo I have 
seen them 21 years out of the past 
2S. 
Seen right at my house. The 
earliest. F a ll date was November 
13th and the latest Spring date 
April 12th.”

may he mistaken 
for 
Bohem ian waxwing, 
is the 
mon resident cedar waxwing 
Bohem ian is seen chiefly in 
tor, and the 
cedar waxwing 
in 
summer and very rarely in w in­ 
ter. 
I have seen the cedar wax­ 
wing in only a few different w in­ 
ters. 
The Bohemian is larger and j jT r 
grayer than the cedar waxwing, 
but many 
persons 
who do not 
have any colored pictures of these 
birds 
may not know 
for sure 
which one of these birds may be 
that are under observation. 
By 
far the best field mark of 
the 
Bohem ian waxwing, is the chest­ 
nut colored 
under 
tail coverts, 
and the black chin and 
throat. 
which 
the cedar 
waxwing does 
not have. 
The most correct statement on 
the range of the Bohemian wax­ 
wing may be that given in the 4th 
edition <1931) 
American 
O rni­ 
thologist's Union “ Check-List of 
North Am erican Birds.”

as follows; “ Breeds from western
